REPORT  OP  THE  SENIOR  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR  AND  SURVEYOR 

FOR  THE  YEAR,  1966. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Howden  Rural  District  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I submit  the  report  on  the  work  of  the 
Department  for  the  year  1966. 

Mr.  P.  W.  Stanley  commenced  his  appointment  on  the  1st  January  and 
there  have  been  no  Staff  changes  during  the  year. 

I am  pleased  to  say  that  due  to  Mr.  Stanley  taking  up  his 
appointment  and  thus  having  a full  complement  of  Staff,  t e large  backlog 
of  routine  inspections  has  been  reduced  considerably,  and  in  particular 
all  the  Food  Preparation  premises  in  the  area  have  been  visited. 

It  was  necessary  to  institute  legal  proceedings,  in  one  case 
during  the  year,  arising  out  of  a complaint  received  of  an  adhesive 
dressing  found  in  a bun.  A conviction  was  obtained. 

Once  again  quite  a lot  of  slum  clearance  work  has  been 
carried  out  during  the  year  in  conjunction  with  the  Council’s  housing 
programme  in  the  various  Parishes. 

The  main  new  legislation  coming  into  operation  during  the 
year  was  the  Building  Regulations.  These  are  designed  to  give  a more 
uniform  and  more  comprehensive  building  control.  The  vetting  of  all 
new  plans  involved  much  more  study  than  under  the  Building  Byelaws, 
due  to  the  much  wider  scope  of  the  Regulations. 

Finally,  I would  like  to  thank  the  Members  of  the  Council, 

Dr.  ¥.  Wilson,  Mr.  J.  Green  and  Mr.  W.  Hallam,  for  thdrvalued  assistance 
and  co-operation  during  the  year  and  the  Staff  of  my  Department 
for  the  efficient  and  courteous  way  in  which  they  have  carried  out  their 
duties .

At  31st  December,  1966,  the  total  of  post  war  Council  dwellings  was 
681  giving,  with  180  pre  war  dwellings,  a total  of  861  Council  owned 
dwellings  in  the  district. 

Regular  visits  were  made  to  Council  houses  in  respect  of  maintenance 
to  exercise  tighter  control  on  repair  expenditure.  Orders  for  repairs 
were  given  in  1475  cases  as  compared  wtih  1651  cases  in  the  previous  year. 

Private  Enterprise 

During  the  year  66  dwellings  were  erected  by  private  enterprise 
and  at  the  end  of  the  year  a further  30  dwellings  were  in  the  course  of 
erection.  Whilst  the  number  completed  is  slightly  higher  than  in  the 
previous  year,  the  number  in  course  of  erection  was  considerably  less,  no 
doubt  a direct  result  of  the  credit  squeeze. 

Slum  Clearance 

During  the  year  16  houses  were  closed  by  formal  and  informal 
action  uner  the  Housing  Act,  1957,  and  as  a result  of  these  and  previous 
orders  6 properties  were  demolished. 

As  a result  of  Closing  Orders  made  or  undertakings  accepted  in  this 
and  previous  years,  there  are  no  approximately  90  houses  vacant.  Most  of 
these  90  properties  are  now  becoming  derelict  and  unsightly. 

In  the  same  period  96  dwellings  were  made  fit  as  a result  of 
informal  action  or  on  the  owners  own  initiative,  usually  with  the  aid  of  a 
arrant,  compared  with  87  in  the  previous  year. 


Building  Regulations.  Town  and  Country  Planning  Act . 


As  stated  previously  the  Building  Regulations,  1965,  became 
operative  on  the  1st  February.  These  Regulations  involved  a close 
scrutiny  of  plans  and  more  comprehensive  inspection  of  works  in 
progress. 

A total  of  316  applications  were  received  as  follows  -

Under  delegated  powers  of  the  Town  and  Country  Planning  Act, 
of  the  168  applications  received  148  were  approved  and  20  refused. 

The  refused  applications  related  to  11  dwellings,  5 petrol  filling 
stations,  1 workplace,  1 fuel  store,  1 car  display  area  and  1 
caravan  site. 

During  the  year,  building  and  drainage  inspections  were 
carried  out  on  all  new  work  and  work  relating  to  closet  conversions 
and  sewer  connections. 

Improvement  Grants 

15  applications  for  Discretionary  grant  were  received  and 
approved  during  the  year.  In  every  instance,  inspections  were  carried 
out  and  written  advice  given  regarding  the  eligibility  for  grant  and 
work  on  which  grant  would  be  paid. 

The  total  amount  of  grant  made  during  the  year  was  £5 ,033 • 13 -Od. 
Since  the  commencement  of  the  scheme  in  1950  the  Council  have 
authorised  grants  totalling  £77,676.  9s.  3d.  of  which  amount 
£69,202.  12s.  Od.  had  been  paid  up  to  31st  December,  1966.  The  number 
of  houses  improved  in  this  way  to  31st  December,  1966,  was  239. 

Standard  Grants 


During  the  year  55  application  for  Standard  Grant  were  received 
and  all  were  approved.  These  related  to  the  provision  of  standard 
amenities  at  a total  maximum  cost  of  £6,196.  16s.  Od.  for  the  provision 
of  51  food  stores  and  10  cold  water  in  house  for  first  time. 

£6,500.  10s.  2d.  was  paid  during  the  year  for  the  provision 
of  34  W.C.'s,  24  baths,  26  wash  hand  basins,  27  hot  water  systems  and 
9 food  stores  at  36  properties.

As  a result  of  the  above  two  schemes  595  private  houses  and 
189  council  houses  have  been  improved  to  the  full  Ministry  Standard, 
giving  a total  of  784  houses  improved. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage 

The  main  sewerage  scheme  for  Sastrington,  Laxton  and  Kilpin 
Pike  was  completed  during  the  year  and  is  functioning  satisfactorily. 


During  the  year  Ministry  approval  of  the  tenders  for  the 
Holme-on-Spalding  Moor  sewerage  scheme  was  received. 

In  those  Parishes'  which  are  provided  with  a main  sewerage 
system,  house  connections  and  closet  conversion  continued,  due  mainly 
to  the  decision  not  to  continue  indefinitely  a pail  closet  collection 
service  in  parishes  served  by  main  drainage.

Drainage  - General 


The  Council  continued  to  cleanse  dykes  at  Laxton,  Asselby, 
Holme-on-Spalding  Moor,  Eastrington  and  Ellerton. 

All  new  drainage  systems  are  inspected  and  hydraulically 
tested  and  in  a number  of  cases  builders  have  been  persuaded  to  use 
pipes  with  a flexible  joint,  which  give  a rnunli  more  positive  joint 
over  the  long  term. 

Sewerage  System 

There  are  six  Council  Estate  sewage  disposal  plants.  There 
are  three  pumping  stations  at  Gilberdvke , three  at  Newport,  two  at  Bubwith, 
one  at  Foggathorpe,  one  at  North  Cave,  four  at  Howden , two  at  Eastrington, 
one  at  Laxton,  one  at  Skelton  and  one  at  Howdendyke. 

There  are  partial  treatment  works  at  Howdendyke  and  Bubwith, 
and  sewage  disposal  plant  at  Foggathorpe. 

A direct  labour  system  of  maintenance  is  carried  out,  based 
at  Howden.  Tools  and  plant  are  taken  out  as  and  when  required  from 
the  central  depot.
